The Reſolution of the Lord Lam- 
bert; And the Rifeng of the Lord 
Fairfax #7 the North. 
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Pon the artive of Col, Salmern with the Lord 
Lambers in che Notch, and repreſenting chs orear 
Turn of Aﬀairs in the Sourh, a Council of Offi 
cers was immediatly called, where(by ſome) it 
was reſslved,to deter all furrber motion cowards 
Gen. Monxck, and to acquielce inthe Parhament, and to yield 
ob:dience to their authority; but col. Lilburs 18 the onely man 
that hath heightned Leamberr, notwichttanding rhe Revolt of 
above ſix hundred hocle, belides the IriſhBrigzde,who have de- 
clared for the Parliament, and returned co their former Du: y 8
